The Treasury statement tor ?»ov. 


1st shows a general cash balance of 
about -MOOjOOO.OOO, incluoing both 
currency and the gold reserve.

is a loss of about Sfi.500,000 during 
October, but the bulk of the loss is 
due to the payment of October inter- 
• est on the 4 per cfalf. 
The general 


account of receipts and expenditures 
shows but a small loss for the month, 
receipts having reached about $2(5,- 
000,000 and expenditures $27,500,000. 
The pension payments continue to 
show a decrease as compared with 
last year, the figures for October be- 
ing S10.39U.531. against payments in 
October, 1S!I2. of S12,G8-'.:t,-)0. It is 
believed at the Treasury Department 
that customs receipts will increase 
somewhat with the revival of busi- 
ness, due to the repeal of the silver 
purchase law, and that many of the 
goods now in warehouses will be 
withdrawn and duties paid. 


The Treasury Department finds it- 


self confronted with a problem re- 
quiring very serious consideration. 
I'nder certain conditions ttie present 
immigration laws require that steam- 
ship and transportation companies or 
the government shall return to their 
native countries immigrants who 
have landed here within one year 
past. The provisions of the law are 
not generally well understood, but 
this idea of free transportation home 
ha» gotten into the heads of thous- 
ands of aliens, and the Bureau of Im- 
migration is being flooded with ap- 
plicants for assistance. Still more 
applications are being made to the 
steamship companies.

times that have struck this country 
are causing this great desirf among 
foreigners to get out. Thousands 
have arrived within the past twelve 
jnontb* to find work as scarce here as 
on the other side of the Atlantic. 
They have spent what little money 
they had, and having become public' 
charges within a }ear after their ar- 
rival, they claim that under the law 
they should be ser.t back, either at 
the expense of the steamship compan- 
ies or of the United States govern- 
ment. 


Representative Springer,

Kinley law that the highest percentage 
of estorl ion ia laid ctpon fclioae kinds and 
qualitien of goods which are tho neces- 
sities or tlie commonest comforts of the 
mass>-i of the people. The luxuries of 
tho rii.li arc taxed lightly iu compari- 
son. 
This is one of tho outrageous 


wrongs of that iniquitous statute. 


No sooner is an income tax proposed 


than f01 tluvith s-cheiners are prolific of 
projects for such an income tax as will 
cnxiso ci'rtain hardship to the great body 
of persum of ainail incomes—wage earn- 
ers, saljrkcl men and email traders— 
but may be borne by capitalists easily 
or with comparative ease. 


The purpose of such schemes appears 


to be to make an income tax nupopxilar, 
and bo to defeat it iu the interest of 
plutocrats who now contuve to escapo 
all t.Lxation on a largeshais of their in- 
vested wealth. These are the persons 
whom ,ui income tax ought to catch 
and compel to do their duty toward 
the govu-mneut that protects them. 


Incomes under $3,000 ought to he ex- 


empt from tax or subject to only a nom- 
inal rate. As a rule the receivers of 
snch incomes are person? who pay their 
full share of taxes in indirect but not 
less certain ways. 
They ars not the 


ones who do or can shirk their proper 
share of the expenses of government. 
They are not the ones who iudnlgs in 
luxurious living. They are not the ones 
who pilti up vast fortunos by adding in- 
terest they cannot bpend to Uio capital 
that is ir.oro tlum sufficient for comfort 
and for self indulgence. 


Tho pioper object of an income tax 


is not to oppress tho industrious and 
the stmj4ghng mid to prevent tiiKii horn 
acquiring u mode st eouipetuiiLe. Its ob- 
ject in to compel those \vli3 have in- 
comps in excess of thoiuoderaai require- 
ments of living and of roirinj.; a family 
and of saving against tho j-eaisof weak- 
ness to <lo their lull sharo in support- 
ing tlie Kov<Jrnment under which they 
prosper m an extraordinary degree. The

Why tho Pfoplu Oot Mml. 


In order to maintain a protective sys- 


tem the beneficiaries of the tariff have 
been compelled to stand together, and 
,those who were demanding a tanff upon 
raw material could count ou tho assist- 
ance of those favoring a tariff on manu- 
factured goods, although the tariff on the 
raw material was a burden to the manu- 
facturer. So long as raw material is 
taxed our mannf jcturers are at a disad- 
Tanlage when thrown into competition 
with those producing like goods in coun- 
tries where no such tax is levied. To 
relieve our industries to 60in*s extent of 
this disadvantage, the law has! provided 
for a rebate to the exporting manufac- 
turer nearly equal to the duty paid on 
the imported raw material. This pto- 
vision, however, offers to the manufac- 
turer an inducement to buy his raw ma- 
terial {.broad rather thau in this coun- 
try and in that way operates against the 
hpmo producer of raw material, and it 
also enables the manufacturer to sell 
his product abroad cheaper than he can 
sell it at home. The fact that the man- 
ufacture i- is thus encouraged lo sell to 
the foreigner for less than the man liv- 
ing by tho side of the factory is one 
cause of the uprising against the sys- 
tem.—William J. Bryan m North Amer- 
ican Review. 


Cheap Wool and Dear RUnketii. 


In 1893 the free wool bogy was shak- 


en in the faces of tho farmers without 
result. The Democrats ina,de great 
gains among the wool growers. As the 
prices of wool have been steadily slid- 
ing downward ever since tho .McKinley 
bill went into operation, the farmers 
are at a loss to understand how they 
can hope for benefit trom a policy which 
cuts down the vnrne of the fleece at the 
iame time it increases the cost of blan- 
kets.

AMONG THE RAILRODS. 


BALL DEAKINOS. 


One of the great impediments to 


high rate of speed in passenger trains 
is the resistance of the coaches. 
In 


other words it is the tendency of all 
trains to pull back. 
In order to 


overcome this inertia the locomotive 
loses a larg-e percentage of its power. 
The friction of the cars' axles is the 
cause of the whole trouble, 
If tins 


could be reduced to a minimum the 
entire energy of the engine could be 
applied towards creating speed In- 
stead of being dissipated ic hauling a 
burden. 


A master mechanic, who is of an 


inventive turn of mind, has been 
working on the problem for some 
time. He has almost perfected the 
use of ball bearings on car wheels, 
which he declares will remove all the 
"hold back'!-tendencies of. passenger 
trains. By the use of bull bearings 
friction is about entirely overcome 
and nothing remains to clog the 
speed. It is a question in the in- 
ventor's mind whether an engine can 
be fitted up with balls, as its weight 
would be so great. 
The coaches, 


however, can beyond a doubt be 
equipped with A frictionless 
axle 


that will make the starting of a train 
of little consideration to an engi- 
neer. 


About ten years ago Hie N'ypano 


road tried the use of rollers instead 
of the ordinary brass journals in 
which the axles of the car worked. 
A car was fitted up and ran for sev- 
eral months between Cleveland and 
Salamanca. 
An 
experiment was 


made in the hauling power required 
lo pull the car and that of one fitted 
in the ordinary way. 
It required 


just one third of the power. 
The 


rollers, however wore out the axles so 
the scheme was abandoned. 


The use of ball bearings for cars 


has been tried several times before 
but the play of the balls has caused 
them to stick and with a few revolu- 
tions of the axle the balls arc worn 
to a flat surface which destroys their 
usefulness. 


By the new process the balls are 


arranged In a groove, so that if prop- 
erly lubricated it is impossible for 
them to stick. If this is a fact, the 
discovery is one of incalculable value 
to the railroad world. 
Engines, in- 


stead of being large, bulky and made 
for traction purposes, will be built 
with the lines of greyhounds and 
with an eye to speed only. The ex- 
panslon.of steam in the "cylinders is 
the only limit to the gait of a train. 
Experienced engineers claim 
that 


with everything working towards the 
accumulation of speed a train could 
run at a 150 mile an hour gate. 


BETTER VENTILATION WANTED. 
The phenomenally heavy 
travel 


over American railways in the last 
few months has resulted in more than 
the ordinary amount of complaint 
and comment on the question of ven- 
tilation of cars. Unquestionably, 
one of the greatest preventives of 
travelling in this country in real com- 
fort comes from the poor ventilation 
of cars, and there is a great oppor- 
tunity for some inventive mind to 
earn a fortune and the lasting grati- 
tude of 75 per cent of the 
traveliu 


public by the devising of a method 
to properly ventilate the passenger 
coach. 
The Pullman company has 


done something in this direction, as 
has the Wagner Palace car company, 
in educating men in charge of the'ir 
cars in the matter of proper ventila- 
tion, and still there is large room for 
improvement in the construction oi 
their cars, so far as ventilation is 
concerned, but ia the ordinary coacli 
where three-fourths of the World's 
Fair travel has been carried, venti- 
lation has received but very little 
attention from the train men, nor 
would it if the cars wore provided 
with a fairly good method of ventila- 
tion, for the one brakeraan now em- 
ployed on a ten or twelve coach train 
has no time to look after ventilation, 
It might be well for legislative bod- 
ies of the different .States to take 
this matter up, and its agitation by 
the State boards of health would like- 
ly bring to the front some method of 
ventilating cars which would not be 
too expensive and would be appre- 
ciated by the officers of the more im- 
portant roads.
